There has been moderate levels of solar disturbances past few days 
from newly appearing regions of the sun. Moderate level class C 
flares that produced radio bursting and may cause geomagnetic storming 
wednesday. Of importance is these new regions of the sun COULD cause 
some energetic flares over the next 10 days as they travel across the 
solar disk, which could cause severe storming. But at present, the 
solar index is again raising with no impending storming, so HF bands 
should be fairly quiet and higher frequency propagation good.

I find much better deals at an independent battery shop. At Sams Club, 
Price Club, Wall Mart, K-Mart, etc., the problem is that they may have 
nobody with knowledge of battery maintenance. I have frequently found 
that they do not do anything to maintain charge, and often stock shelves 
with no attempt at rotation of stock. I usually find the newest 
batteries in the front with older ones pushed to the rear. Batteries 
with the little color eye charge indicator (actually a simple 
hydrometer) show that the older batteries are discharged. The battery 
shop, on the other hand recharges the unsold batteries monthly and has 
staff with some idea of the perishable nature of the product. 


Last April I saw a stack of 115 Ampure-hour deep cycle marine batteries 
for $25.00 each. They had the manufacturer's branded code showing them 
to be about 10 months old. The fellow in the store confirmed that this 
was the reason for having them marked down. I asked about a discount 
for buying the whole stack. Got ‘em for $20.00 each and tax. Hauled 
them to the monthly radio club meeting (that very night) and sold them 
all before the meeting started. 


I have no pecuniary interest in any private battery shop, but I sure 
hope they survive. Do give them a try when looking for radio station 
power supply.

Almost all the lead-acid batteries I have seen use the simple A through 
L (months 1-12) with the final number of the year. Thus D5 is April 
1995 (unless the thing has been around since 1985...very unlikely!) So 
what's being manufactured today is K7 batteries. The codes are usually 
branded into the case and usually appear on a small round two bycolor 
paper sticker as well. This simi-open date code serves the industry in 
that adjustment is made according to date of manufacture if the customer 
is unable to present a receipt or other proof of purchase.

Club. I recomend that you get the biggest size that you can. I charge mine 
with a 6A "automatic" battery charger designed for automotive batteries. A 
similar charger with up to 10 A capacity could be used, I just had a 6A 
one. I have used the whole thing for 3 plus years with no problems, and 
plenty of reserve capacity. The battery will provide 2 to 3 weeks of casual 
operating at 100 Watts, and a lot longer at QRP levels of course. The above 
combination will cost a lot less than a 12V supply.

Hi Gang, 


Yesterday, I posted a cc of a note I wrote about the DeMaw QRM Squasher, 
which has MKII and MKIII versions published in the past year in CQ. To 
clarify, both versions have T/R relays in them. However, they require a 
switched line from the transceiver in order to keep from transmitting through 
the front end of the Squasher, which would blow it up. Such a system would 
preclude using multiple transceivers, and would require that there be 
available a switched line at the back panel of the transceiver in use. Most 
commercial transceivers indeed have such a line available for switching 


linears. However, few QRP rigs have such switching handy. That is why I 
said the squasher needs T/R. 


However, what I really had in mind when I said they don't have T/R switching 
was automatic, RF sensed T/R switching. That is, the device can sense when 
it is being transmitted through, and switch itself out of line, to both 
protect the device and send the transmitted signal out unimpeded. 


In point of fact, the ANC-4 made by JPS and presumably the MFJ have xx*xRFxx 
switched T/R, which, if sufficiently sensitive, would work with QRP rigs. My 
ANC-4, indeed, does just that. It requires a mod to detect below say about 3 
watts, but it will even do that. And with RF sensed T/R, I can leave the 
ANC-4 in line all the time and switch all my little QRP rigs in and out, as I 
choose, just by switching the antenna switch among them. I don't have to 
worry about adding a whole new rats nest of wires to switch 12v to the relay 
from each rig--especially since the first time I knock one of those wires 
out, and then transmit, I will have a blown Squasher. So, indeed, the Roy 
Gregson mod to the DeMaw device is intended to give the Squasher RF sensed 
T/R. That is the part I hope to add to my Squasher and report on the whole. 
Eventually. :-)

I finally got my TT 7330 working right and was amazed at the high noise 
level on 30 meters. Never worked that band before, and never had the noise 
on any other band. It took just a few minutes to realize that the noise 
was being created by a TV set in the family room, which is on most of the 
time. Also confirmed that it is coming out through the AC line from the TV 
set - a small transistor rx hears the hash on all the other switches and 
outlets on that line. It is not tunable, and is about S5 in strength. The 


character of the noise changes slightly as the picture on the screen 
changes. I am uSing an attic antenna. So I guess the power line is 
radiating the signal and my indoor antenna is picking it up. It seems to 
me that I need some kind of filtering at the TV rx to keep the hash out of 
the house wiring. I have tried rectangular and tubular ferrite devices on 
the TV AC cord, and a RS AC line filter also at the TV set. None of them 
had any effect at all. I would very much appreciate any advice from the 
group. Thanks es 72.

When I lamented the passing of easy entry level kits with the passing of 
WA6IVC, I was happy to quote Dave Benson, inventor and proprietor of Small 
Wonder Labs. I consider him the Julius Caeser of modern QRP kit building -- 
trouble is, I am a Carthigenian. 


The statment "You can build a transceiver for about the same parts count 
as a direct conversion receiver of equal performance," is true. It was true 
when he wrote it in the QRP Quarterly (he was Technical Editor) and when he 
said it at Dayton. His original NNIG, which ran about 5 incarnations ‘till 
the ARRL messed up the diagram in the '95 Handbook, is a big reason he is 
right. Now he builds them smaller and better. I would help carve Dave's 
statement in stone -- it is the several implication of it that trouble me. 


One implication is: "it is not therefore worthwile to buiild a direct 
conversion receiver." Such a project is almost obligaory for the newcomer 
and the Ten-Tec 1056 is the clear choice -- kind of a meat eating 
Sudden/Neophyte. The Dayton statement also seems to stand for the view that 
crystal filter transceivers on little bitty boards are fine starter kits. 

They ain't. After you have counted the parts, soldered the joints, and 


applied the power, if it does not work, you find out why. 


Kit building is not a Calvinistic penance for low price. It isa 
learning experience at several levels and the troubleshooting of a won't work 
rig is graduate school in that particular college. Ade Weiss, when he wrote 
for CQ, devoted several columns to the fact, but I don't think anyone has 
mentioned it since. And when you are faced with fixing a transceiver you 
learn that it is far more complex than just the sum of a transmitter and a 
receiver. The complexities are both electrical and conceptual. 


A tech/general study course gives one enough block diagram knowledge to 

get started on, say, my favorite Ten-Tec 1056 or a "Universal" transmitter. 
It does not prepare one for diode pull down circuits or the nuances of the 
NE-602. Such things are so far beyond the block diagram view of things that 
the newcomer often simply cannot begin to understand how it works. The board 
goes in a drawer and he or she goes to the phone to order another Rising Sun 
Ricebox. The first-timer lost $75 but we lost another would be convert to 
homebuilt radio equipment. That is how we become a society of short call 
Extras. Lets listen to a prominent one. 


Chuck Adams, KF50, reviewed the new Ten-Tec transceivers for our Nortex 
QRP Club. He liked them fine, he said, but "they could have made them 
smaller." Yea, Chuck you are right. They could keep making them smaller and 
more complex 'till it takes a PhD like yours and eyes like my 13-year-old 
son's (KC5FDL) to be able to put them together. If they don't work we will 
have to send them to Ade Weiss or Roy Lewallen. And that is where the tide 
that Dave Benson and all the rest are riding leads -- a ever more exclusive 
private club. But it is not Benson's fault. 


Benson is a very attractive devil indeed. He is an early master who 
stayed with the craft and when I cannot talk a newcomer out of a transceiver 
as a first project, I send him to Small Wonder, realizing that the very name 
places him in the belly of the beast. It is a lot like Milton, required 
reading for Congregationalist college kids, when Lucifer summed it up in 
Paradise Lost: "Maybe it is better to rule in Hell than to serve in Heaven."

Hi Tommy, 


Not sure how portable your needs are, but I use a 40M dipole center-fed 
with 440 stranded ladderline to a tuner. I usually setup as an 
inverted-vee, using a slingshot and 1 to 2 oz weight with light fishing 
line or a pipe elbow as a weight and throw a strike over a branch. Us kids 
from Brooklyn grew up playing baseball, which helps in this case. 


I setup the ant as a flattop if space and time permits. 


I use approx 40+ feet of feedline, with a small roll of extra in case I 
need more line. This works out very well and performance is excellent on 
20, 30 and 40M. 


I use insulated stranded 14 ga wire for the element, but just bought some 
16 and 18 ga wire recently from Home Depot, so I'll be making a new ant in 
the spring. THe stranded ladderline folds on itself very well, from the 
Wireman. I have homemade center insulators made from 1/4" plexiglass, with 
3 slots for the ladderline to pass as strain relief. 


ANother excellent ant is the W3EDP, 85' wire with 17' counterpoise. Get 
the element as high and in the clear as possible. The first 17' of line 
off the tuner end of the element acts as a "feedline" against the 
counterpoise and will not radiate. I've used this ant indoors on the 3rd 
floor of a woodframe house, spoke all over US and into France with 3 watts 
on 30M and 2 watts on 40M. ALso used this while on vaca in NH, spoke up 
and down US and Germany twice on 40M. I also bring along an SWR analyzer, 
helps matching. 


If you don't want to bother with tuner, maybe a fan dipole with rope 
spreaders, coax fed. Can use a coax balun or 1:1 bead balun at the 
feedpoint, inverted-vee or flattop dipole, or skip the balun altogher. 
Maybe the radiation off the coax can be to your advantage when portable. 
I've experimented with portable verticals, and my dipoles beat the pants 
off the vertical. It's a case of VERY poor ground in NYC area, and 13 
radials is not enough. 


I'm going to experiment with raised radials in the spring. Ran out of warm 
weather! If I can get enough radials or raise them 5% of a wavelength off 
the ground; i.e. 4.5' for 20M, it should work OK. I have the PVC pipe, all 


the wire, etc., just ran out of time. Will see how it goes in the spring 
and report in case anyone's interested. 


I think nothing beats a fullsize dipole, but hey, maybe a half-wave end-fed 
wire and the NJ-QRP Rainbow Tuner by Joe N2CX, too? THis way you'd have an 
easy-up antenna, without having to schlep a tuner and/or analyzer? 


GL and let me know how you make out.

Just got my envelope of transistors from HB Electronics, so I built a jig 
to measure the de gain (hfe). All the parts were well within mfg specs. 
The ima hfe average was 188, with a high of 223 and low of 150. For 
comparison, two motorola metal can 2n2222a's from work measured at 200. 


My measurement jig was pretty simple; I used a high impedance dvm (radio 


shack!) and measured the voltage across a 1k resistor. The Vbe was 0.620, 
a power supply of 6 volts, and a 470K bias resistor from collector to base.
